Some time ago a friend of mine 
told me a story of a holdup of which 
he wa* the intended \ictim. 
As he 
wa* passing an 
automobile a 
man 
stepped out and confronted him. 
“Your money or your life," he de­ 
manded, as he pressed a gun into this 
fivend’s stomach. 
If the thief expected to see money, 
be was mistaken; for dropping sud­ 
denly and at the same time twistin 
to the side. my friend just missed be­ 
ing hit as the revolver went off with 
a loud report. 
Coming up under the 
fellow’s arm he seized it, wrenched 
it and knocked the gun out of hi- 
hand. 
I tell this .-tory to make a contrast. 
Suppose we were told to give oui 
money or our lifo - for Jesus Christ— 
for use in the mission field; what 
would we 
probably do? As 
this 
friend did; try to disarm our ques­ 
tioner, but of his speech ? 
Most of u* would say, “Here’s my 
money; III keep my life." 
Others 
would -ay, 
“ I can 
give 
neither." 
But the greatest among us would 
say, “Here is my money and here is 
my life. 
Take both." 
And they 
would go into the mission fields to 
keep their word. 
Before any mission work cam be ac­ 
complished. the 
peoples muri 
be 
taught to read; so that the education­ 
al feature of the work is very im­ 
portant, for three reasons: 
First: Education makes it possible 
to read the Bible. 
Second: The schools gi'c a field 
for evangelistic work —it is 
chiefly 
from within the schools that the find 
convert* come. 
Third: Education 
trains and 
de­ 
velops new Christian workers. 
To get a clear and vivd picture of 
the life and work of the missionary 
let us go with one—by proxy—-and 
share her experience. 
In 1920. the Kentucky Legislature 
appointed a commissioner to investi­ 
gate the conditions of illiteracy. As 
n result teachers were secured, most 
of them unpaid, to go among the il­ 
literate to instruct them. 
“The mission teacher was making 
her way along the mountain 
trail 
toward a log house. 
As she drew 
near, a woman, scarcely more than a 
child, came to the door, looking eager­ 
ly up the creek. 
A tiny two-year-old 
boy’ tried in vain to pass her, that he 
might play in the shallow' water of 
the creek. 
“A wailing roached the teachers 
ears as the mother turned into the 
room and in a moment was again 
-landing in the doorway, this time 
holding a smaller bit of humanity. 
"As the teacher reached the house 
*hc paused, for a man was riding 
down the creek. 
At sight of him 
the face of the mountain woman in 
the doorway assumed a stolid, almost 
hard, look, 
as if life

DANIEL BOONE. THE GREAT 
KENTUCKIAN 


Daniel Boone was lite son o f Quaker 
parents who lived in Pennsylvania. A l­ 
though the principal doctrine in the 
Q uaker creed is that man m ust nor. 
kill, l>an!el departed from the & lth of 
bis fath ers early anti he becam e cu e 
of 
the 
greatest 
Indian 
fighters 
in 
American history. 
W hen Boone w as eigh teen his par­ 
ents moved to North Carolina and in 
the Yadkin valley of that state, young 
B oone becam e ait expert 
w oodsm an 
aud Lunier. 
A ttracted by the tales of 
a hunter who had crossed the A ppa­ 
lachia us into the unknown K entucky 
country, Boone waited the B lu e Grass 
state several tim es until h ^ finally d e­ 
cided to make that country his home. 
In 1775 lie etfftblishad Boonesborough, 
Ute first outpost of civilization in th e 
“Dark and Bloody G round,” aa K en ­ 
tucky w as t ailed bet auge It w as a bat­ 
tleground fur many tribes of Indians. 
Boone s adventures w ith the Indians 
in bi* new home w ere innum erable. In 
1778 lie wa* captured by the S h a w ­ 
nees, who admired the scout's courage 
so m uch that he was not p u t to death. 
Instead C hief Bla< k Fish adopted hint, 
giving him tile name o f B ig T urtle— 
rallier an inappropriate title for a man 
so aetive.

B e­ 
fore they could tuuve. he threw the 
powdered tobacco into their eyes.
